A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 



Like the rest of the na¬ 
tion, Kentucky is seeing a 
definite graying trend as 
more and more Baby Boom¬ 
ers move past their 65th 
birthday and a growing num¬ 
ber of citizens reach their 
nineties and beyond. 

There are about 600,000 
Kentuckians who fit in this 
broad age group. For per¬ 
spective, that’s about four- 
fifths the size of Jefferson 
County, and it is about to 
get much larger. Census fig¬ 
ures indicate this population 
will see a nearly 30 percent 
bump this decade across the 
state and another 27 percent 
in the 2020s. The numbers 
in some communities will 
nearly double during this 
time. 

There are opportunities 
and challenges alike arising 
from this change. We rank 
10th among the states in the 
percentage of citizens 65 to 
74, for example, which is a 
key demographic because of 
their collective wealth and 
volunteerism. On the down 
side, issues tied to pover¬ 
ty remain stubbornly high 
for our elderly, and we are 
among the leading states in 
the growth of grandparents 
providing primary care of 
their grandchildren. 

Another growing trend, 
unfortunately, is the fact that 
far too many of our older 
citizens are being abused, ig¬ 
nored or taken advantage of. 
A recent report by the Ken¬ 
tucky Elder Abuse Commit¬ 
tee found that the number of 
substantiated cases of self¬ 
neglect, neglect by caretaker 
and exploitation has sky¬ 
rocketed since 2007. 

A congressional report 
last year, meanwhile, es¬ 
timated that 14 percent of 
older Americans have been 
abused, but this is widely be¬ 
lieved to be low, with many 
cases undoubtedly going un¬ 
reported. 

As our senior popula¬ 
tion increases, the number 
of those suffering from Al¬ 
zheimer’s is rising as well. 
There were about 74,000 
Kentuckians who fell in this 
category in 2000, but that’s 
expected to rise to 97,000 by 
2025. 

In addition to the medical 
costs associated with treat¬ 
ment, there is a tremendous 
amount of free care being 
provided as well by family 
and friends. The Alzheim¬ 
er’s Association said more 
than 264,000 people fall in 
this support group, and last 
year their care was estimated 
at $3.65 billion. That’s $1.4 
billion more than in 2009. 

In an effort to help our 
older citizens as much as 
possible, the General As¬ 
sembly looks for ways to 
improve state services each 
legislative session. 


Even in the face of bud¬ 
get cuts, the legislature sup¬ 
ported adding $31 million 
more this year and next to 
the Department of Commu¬ 
nity Based Services, which 
is enabling that agency to 
hire 300 additional front-line 
social workers to investigate 
claims of abuse and neglect, 
no matter the age. 

The budget also sets 
aside $5 million more annu¬ 
ally to increase programs like 
Meals on Wheels, and we 
provide about $1.7 million 
to establish an adult-abuse 
registry to help businesses 
involved in elder care be as¬ 
sured that their employees 
have not been convicted of 
crimes against the elderly. 

Other new laws taking 
effect this year will do such 
things as improve the way 
the state responds to strokes; 
establish a pilot program to 
improve oral care at nurs¬ 
ing homes; and ensure that 
anyone admitted to a per¬ 
sonal care home is assessed 
beforehand by a qualified 
mental health professional. 
There are about 3,000 men 
and women who currently 
live in these settings, and the 
need to know more about the 
care they may require is cru¬ 
cial. 

In past years the General 
Assembly created Golden 
Alerts - similar to alerts 
used to find missing chil¬ 
dren, except they are target¬ 
ed at older citizens - and we 
cracked down on those con¬ 
victed of elder abuse, to bet¬ 
ter ensure they do not benefit 
from those they abused or 
neglected. 

These are just a few of 
the initiatives that have been 
enacted, but no one expects 
them to be the last. As new 
challenges arise, the legis¬ 
lature will look for ways to 
overcome them.

How much, I wonder, do the Christian parents among 
our readers show their children their love for the Word, and 
for Christ, and for the souls for whom He died? 

For many years I worked with my father, first full-time, 
then part-time, as a city missionary in Paterson, N.J. All 
during these first years dad and I walked to work together 
each morning — a little over a mile. 

Do you know how we invariably occupied ourselves 
on the way? By quoting Scripture passages on some 
particular subject. One morning we would quote as many 
passages as we could on the deity of Christ, another on His 
death or resurrection; others on His love, power, grace, or 
other attributes and characteristics. Sometimes, for days or 
weeks on end dad would use these morning walks to ply 
me with questions such as: ’’What Scriptures would you 
use to deal with a blaspheming unbeliever?” or ”a self- 
righteous person” or ”one who rejects Christ on intellectual 
grounds?” 

In this way we covered ’’miles and miles” of Scripture, 
as it were, and this in addition to Scripture reading before 
every meal at home, and again before we retired for the 
night. And all this again in addition to the oral and written 
Bible teaching of many of the great Bible expositors of that 
day, whose teachings we studied with deepest interest. 

What a precious heritage! We wish that more of our 
Christian young people today were as well off. Parents: 
it's strictly up to you. What are your priorities? What are 
you willing to pay — in terms of pleasure, ease or financial 
’’success”? Do you set an example to your children — and 
others — by really putting God first?

Our Bracken 
Cancer Support (BCCS) 
group has been active for six 
months. Since being orga¬ 
nized in February 2012, the 
group has assisted 19 dif¬ 
ferent individuals that have 
been diagnosed with cancer. 
A total of $4,550 has been 
given to these individuals 
to assist them in transporta¬ 
tion costs as they go through 
treatments and/or surgery for 
cancer. BCCS serves Brack¬ 
en County residents only. 
We started in February by 
assisting 6 individuals and 
in the months since then we 
have helped as many as 12 
per month. 

In order to receive as¬ 
sistance, a pathology report, 
a treatment plan from the 
doctor and the individual’s 
address must be received by 
BCCS. In return, the group 
will mail a gas card each 
month as long as the individ¬ 
ual is receiving treatments. 

How does BCCS get this 
money, you might ask? Our 
biggest donor so far has been 
Bracken County High School 
FBLA. This club sponsored 
“Shoot for a Cure” which 
consisted of several activi¬ 
ties to raise money, the larg¬ 
est being a basketball game 
held in December between 
Augusta and Bracken County 
High School. Bracken Coun¬ 
ty Cancer Support could not 
have been organized without 
the help of FBLA. BCCS 
has also received donations 


from several individuals, 
churches, clubs and busi¬ 
nesses throughout the county. 
Memorials have been given 
in BCCS’s name. A Quarter 
Auction was held with an un¬ 
believable attendance in May 
and BCCS is planning to sell 
refreshments on August 4 th at 
an upcoming auction. 

There are 16 current 
members of BCCS but new 
members are always wel¬ 
come.

BONE DRUGS MAY HURT EYES 


Women who are taking 
drugs to prevent bone-thinning 
osteoporosis should be aware 
that they may be at increased 
risk for developing serious 
inflammatory eye disease. 
Researchers have found that 
women taking bisphosphonates 
for the first time had a 45 percent 
increased risk of developing 
uveitis and scleritis. (Uveitis 
is inflammation of the middle 
layer of the eye, and scleritis is 
inflammation of the outer wall 
of the eye.) Although rare, some 
cases may result in blindness, but 
prompt medical treatment may 
reverse the blinding symptoms 
once the women stop taking the 
drugs. While bisphosphonates 
are generally safe, patients 
with previous histories of 
inflammatory eye disease or new 
symptoms should be quick to 
take action.

Heading Back to 
School with Diabetes 

By the National Diabetes 
Education Program 

Diabetes is one of the 
most common chronic dis¬ 
eases in children. For stu¬ 
dents with diabetes and their 
parents, getting ready for a 
new school year includes a 
lot more than buying new 
clothes, backpacks, note¬ 
books, and pens. It means 
buying a whole list of dia¬ 
betes supplies to keep at 
school—but also preparing 
school staff to help keep their 
children safe at school and at 
school-sponsored activities. 

“Nobody knows your 
child’s day-to-day needs and 
how to respond to a diabetes 
emergency better than you,” 
said Griffin R Rodgers, M.D., 
Director of the National In¬ 
stitute of Diabetes and Di¬ 
gestive and Kidney Diseases 
of the National Institutes of 
Health (NIH). “That’s why 
it is so important to start the 
school year as part of the 
school health team, and to 
keep open the lines of com¬ 
munication throughout the 
school year.” 

Both parents and school 
personnel can get the guid¬ 
ance they need from an in¬ 
valuable manual, Helping 
the Student with Diabetes 
Succeed: A Guide for School 
Personnel. This guide was 
produced by the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human 
Services’ National Diabetes 
Education Program (NDEP) 
and is an essential resource 
for parents, schools, and 
health care professionals. 

As the school year be¬ 
gins, parents of youth with 
diabetes are encouraged to 
follow these tips from the 
NDEP School Guide to help 
ensure their children’s safety 
and well-being. 

• Take action. Notify the 
school right away that your 
child has diabetes. Allow the 
sharing of medical informa¬ 
tion to keep your child safe 
and provide up-to-date emer¬ 
gency contact numbers to the 
school. 

• Work with your child’s 
health care team to develop 
a “Diabetes Medical Man¬ 
agement Plan.” This plan 
contains the medical orders 
for your child. It should be 
signed by the health care 
team and submitted to the 
school nurse at the start of 
each school year. An updat¬ 
ed plan is needed if there are 
changes in your child’s diabe¬ 
tes care plan during the year. 
A sample plan is included in 
the NDEP School Guide. 

• Meet with the school 
nurse to go over your child’s 
school health care plans. The 
school nurse will use the med¬ 
ical orders to prepare your 
child’s routine and emergency 
diabetes care plans at school. 
You can find samples of these 
plans in the School Guide. 

• Provide the school 
with all supplies, medicines, 
and items needed to carry 
out your child’s health care 
and emergency plans. This 
includes blood glucose test¬ 
ing items, supplies for taking 
insulin and urine and blood 
ketone testing, snacks, quick¬ 
acting glucose products, and 
a glucagon kit. 

• Be an active member of 
the school health team. The 
School Guide includes action 
plans for all school personnel, 
and for you and your child to 
work together to manage dia¬ 
betes care at school. Go over 
these checklists with your 
child so both of you can work 
as a team with school staff 
throughout the school year.

Considerations for harvesting 
drought-stressed corn

Remember to consider: 

1. If com is going to be 
fed as green chop, grazed, or 
as hay, test for nitrates before 
harvest to be sure the crop 
will be safe to feed. For corn 
harvested properly as silage 
or baleage and which goes 
through a good fermentation , 
nitrate levels could decrease 
30 to 50% and can be tested 
after fermentation and before 
being fed. If you need to de¬ 
cide which corn fields to har¬ 
vest as silage or hay, testing 
before harvesting will allow 
one to determine which fields 
need to be harvested as silage 
(those higher in nitrates) and 
those with safe levels of ni¬ 
trates which can be harvested 
as corn hay. For sorghums 
and sorghum-sudangrasses, 
nitrates should be tested be¬ 
fore harvest to be safe for 
your harvest method. 

2. Check herbicide 
withdrawals to make sure the 
crop can be fed to livestock. 

3. Raise the cut high— 
nitrates are highest in the 
plant stem closer to the 
ground. This may be more 
difficult if using a disc mow¬ 
er or other hay equipment for 
the purpose of making hay or 
baleage. 

4. If at all possible, 
harvest as silage and let fer¬ 
ment for 4-6 weeks before 
feeding. You may want to 
consider using a silage inoc- 
ulant. Again, test for nitrates 
before feeding. 

5. Immature corn will 
be more variable in nutrient 
content than “normal corn si¬ 
lage”. After harvest, test the 


forage for its nutrient content 
and develop and feed a bal¬ 
anced ration to your cattle. 

6. Watch the moisture 
content of the crop close¬ 
ly. A small amount can be 
chopped to determine the 
current moisture content. 
Corn is drying down quick¬ 
ly in parts of KY. You will 
need to use a Koster tester or 
microwave to determine the 
actual moisture content. Si¬ 
lage and baleage need to be 
correct moisture to ferment 
properly and make good 
feed. 

7. Can you add enough 
water at the bagger or silo 
blower to increase the mois¬ 
ture content of the silage? 
For each 1% increase in 
moisture content, approxi¬ 
mately 7 gallons of water 
is needed per ton. A typi¬ 
cal garden hose delivers ap¬ 
proximately 8-10 gallons per 
minute. Thus, it is nearly 
impossible to deliver enough 
water to make a difference. 
For example, to increase the 
moisture content from 45% 
moisture (55% dry matter) 
to 60% moisture (40% dry 
matter) for a wagon load of 
silage (4 ton capacity), you 
need to add 420 gallons of 
water— Not feasible!! 

Can you make baleage 
out of corn? Yes- but mois¬ 
ture and other harvesting 
techniques are important. 

1. Moisture content 
needs to be between 45 to 
60%. Getting the crop at the 
moisture content can be very 
challenging. 

2. Material needs to be 
crimped and/or conditioned 
before baling. Condition¬ 
ing is a must to get the crop 
to ferment. Using a rotary 


mower (i.e. bushhog) may 
also work but make sure the 
blades are sharp to reduce 
shredding of the com plant. 
If your baler has knives, they 
can be used to chop the corn 
plant. 

3. Newer balers work 
the best. This is a very 
coarse crop that is tough on 
hay equipment and some 
older style balers may have 
difficulty handling the crop. 

4. Inoculate can be 
added at the baler, if you are 
equipped to handle this. 

5. Wrap with at least 
2 extra layers of plastic for 
a total of 7 layers of plastic 
due to corn stalks puncturing 
the plastic. 

6. Net wrap may work 
better than string tie balers. 
If you use a string tie baler, 
additional wraps of string 
should be used. 

Can you make hay out 
of the crop? YES—BUT 

1. Nitrates will not 
decrease from the standing 
crop. The crop needs to un¬ 
dergo normal fermentation to 
decrease the level of nitrates. 
Hay does not ferment!!! If 
they are high in the standing 
crop, they will not decrease 
with harvest and storage. 

2. Moisture needs to 
be about 15%. If the crop 
is harvested with over 18% 
moisture, it will heat and 
make a very poor feed. It 
can spontaneously combust 
if too wet and goes through a 
heat. 

3. Com stalks can be 
very variable in nutrient con¬ 
tent (protein and energy) and 
may require supplementation 
depending on the cattle being 
fed.

Planning for retirement 


Retirement planning is 
important for all individuals; 
however, it is especially 
important for women. At 
some point during their lives, 
80 to 90 percent of women 
will be solely responsible 
for their own finances. 
Unfortunately for the maj ority 
of them, it will be later in life. 
Women tend to have shorter 
work histories than men, 
as a result of entering and 
leaving the workforce due to 
raising children. In addition, 
fewer women participate 
in employer-sponsored 
retirement plans compared to 
men. 

One of the first things you 
should realize as you begin 
thinking about retirement 
is where you will get your 
money. You can think of 
retirement savings plan as a 
three-legged stool, with each 
of the legs being one source 
of retirement income. 

The first leg is Social 
Security. For many women, 
Social Security is the main 
source of retirement income. 
Social Security eligibility 
is based on your lifetime 
earnings record and your age. 
This requires you to meet 
work requirements yourself 
or be married to someone for 
at least 10 years who meets 
the work requirements. 
Employed women who are 
married, widowed or divorced 
after at least 10 years of 
marriage are said to be dually 
entitled and can collect the 
higher amount between their 
own Social Security benefits 
or their spousal amount. You 
should understand that there 
are some ways your benefits 
can be reduced including if 
you earn income after you 
have retired and/or you are 
between the age of 62 and 
full retirement age when you 
start receiving benefits. 

Full retirement age varies 
by the year you were bom. For 
example, full retirement age 
for people bom before 1937 
is 65. For those bom between 
the years 1943 and 1954, full 
retirement age increases to 66. 
To determine your retirement 
age, visit the Social Security 
Administration’s website 
http: / / www.ssa.gov/retir e2/ 
retirechart.htm. 

As a general mle, your 
Social Security benefits 
over your lifetime will be 
the same, whether you retire 
late or early. If you retire 
early, the monthly benefit 
amount is smaller to take 
into account that you will 
likely receive your benefits 


over a longer period of 
time. If you retire late, you 
will likely get benefits for a 
shorter amount of time, so 
your monthly benefits will 
be larger. Receiving Social 
Security early or late can 
each have advantages and 
disadvantages, and when 
you decide to retire, should 
be based on your current 
situation. 

The second leg is 
employed-sponsored plans. 
This leg is often the one 
that is missing for many 
women. These plans include 
defined benefit plans, 
which guarantee a specific 
monthly amount, and defined 
contribution plans, which 
grow tax-deferred but do not 
guarantee specific retirement 
benefits. Most employers 
today are offering the defined 
contribution plans, including 
401 (k), 403 (b), Section 457 
plans, profit sharing, stock 
bonus plans and money 
purchase pension plans. 

Unfortunately, the 

first two legs of the stool 
typically do not provide 
enough money to meet the 
needs of individuals during 
their retirement years. Most 
need the third leg which 
includes personal savings 
and investments. To find out 
how much additional income 
you’ll need, you should 
contact your local Social 
Security office and ask for 
a Request for Earnings and 
Benefit Estimate Statement. 
If you have an employer- 
sponsor retirement plan, 
contact your human resource 
or benefits office to get 
a pension estimate. With 
this information, you can 
get a ballpark estimate of 
how much your retirement 
savings is estimated to be 
when you retire and how 
much additional income 
you’ll need to comfortably 
retire. To get a more accurate 
estimate of how much money 
you’ll need to retire, take into 
account the rate of inflation. 
The average annual rate of 
inflation from 1914 to 2010 
has been 3.38 percent. 

Making these 

calculations well in advance 
of your retirement, can give 
you enough time to save 
enough money. If you wait 
until you’re about to retire, 
it may be too late to put any 
more money aside. For more 
information related to topics 
in family finance, contact 
Bracken County Cooperative 
Extension Service.

Take victory lap, Kyle Wiltjer; 
What JoPa lessons for UK and 
UofL? 

Congratulations, and a 
cautionary tale. 

From the take-a-victory-lap 
file, congratulations this week to 
Kyle Wiltjer. 

Fan favorite on University of 
Kentucky’s NCAA championship 
team, Wiltjer was one of 52 first 
year UK student-athletes named 
to the SEC academic honor roll 
and the only scholarship player 
on the men’s or women’s team 
to make the list. Transfer Ryan 
Harrow made the list too, but sat 
out last season. 

Wiltjer, an SEC release said, 
achieved a minimum 3.0 grade 
point average. The press release 
told Kentuckians something else. 
No other one-and-done Wildcat 
achieved a 3.0 GPA. How 
plausible then, UK Athletics’ 
boast two months ago that Cal’s 
team (almost) had a 3.0 team 
GPA? 

And, congratulations to 
Matthew Mitchell. While none of 
his three first year players made 
the honor roll, UK’s womens’ 
coach received a nice pay hike 
and seven year contract extension, 
$7.95 million. 

Wiltjer and Mitchell. 
Applause please. 

CAUTIONARY TALE FOR 
KENTUCKY 

Bombs were still bursting 
in air over Happy Valley, 
Pennsylvania at the weekend, 
voices were still raised and 
media-types beat themselves 
up for being duped, fooled and 
stooged. But Joe Patemo’s statue 
was still there. 

When Louis Freeh’s 267- 
page report hit air along with 
damning e-mail exchanges 
from and to Patemo with his 
spineless higher-ups, it ignited 
another round of rage, anger and 
blame-gaming. Venom spew 
rose to levels normally reserved 
for politicians at a Fancy Farm 
picnic. 

What positives can be 
gleaned for Kentuckians from the 
fall of Happy Valley’s iconic old 
coach? Are there warning signs 
here for university presidents in 
our state from PSU’s cautionary 


tale? 

You bet. 

For a start, an internet news 
headline worth repeating. 

“Culture of coach worship 
must end!” screeched ESPN.com, 
“Will educators have the guts to 
fight powerful coaches? Or will 
they run and hide?” 

History indicates the latter. 

College presidents generally 
have become middle men at best 
in the swirl and greed taking 
over athletics. They cheer teams 
from glassed-in suits, kow-tow to 
coach and ask director of athletics 
for money. 

Question: What do Ohio 
State, Penn. State, Arkansas, 
Baylor, North Carolina and 
Oregon have in common? 
Mega-paid, media-celebrated, 
control freak ball coach ... who 
embarrassed them. 

All were supported by 
athletic department gofers made 
weak by heavy lifting profits 
to the bank and gone ever more 
insulated from fans by money 
and penthouse living. Many 
have barnacled themselves to a 
coach, let themselves become 
administrative clerks. 

Red flag example? Athletics 
director announces his department 
is in ‘partnership’ with the 
university. Uh oh. 

So, what public perception of 
how much control University of 
Kentucky’s Dr. Eli Capilouto have 
over his athletics department? 
And, how about University of 
Louisville Dr. James Ramsey’s 
control over his multi-million 
dollar treasury at his athletic 
department? 

Based on what we saw at 
Penn State and other schools, not 
enough. 

At Kentucky. 

Earlier this year Capilouti 
thanked his director of athletics 
for a gift, $3 million. Mitch 
Barnhart was glad to oblige, but it 
was a one-time-only for “our UK 
partner.” Uh oh. 

Two weeks ago, following 
another game ticket price hike, 
Barnhart released a non-SEC 
schedule with no Indiana game, 
no game at Louisville’s Freedom 
Hall for Jefferson County faithful 
and no plausible explanation. 


Why? Because, Barnhart is not 
accountable and because Calipari 
wanted cupcakes to extend his 
personal win streak at Rupp Arena 
whereupon some in the media 
will gush anew at his genius. 

Days later Calipari answered 
complaints about no game at 
Freedom Hall with a shrug and 
nervy scolding. Big Blue fans in 
Jefferson County, he said, failed 
to sell out Freedom Hall for last 
year’s game against Arkansas 
State. Nonverbal message? This 
is your punishment. 

A year ago Capilouto said 
decision-making on UK athletics 
would be moved to his jurisdiction 
under a new committee. As of this 
week, the pecking order remained 
the same - Calipari, his clerk, 
then the president. 

At Louisville. 

Rick Pitino’s sex scandal 
in 2009 from which he admitted 
paying for an abortion, was a 
major embarrassment to UofL. 
A black eye that would have cost 
another coach his job outright. 

Public perception today? 
School president Jim Ramsey 
knows who wags this dog. 
He weighed the black eye, its 
media shelf life, against revenue 
profits. An easy call. Did Pitino’s 
transgression rise to a level of 
a reprimand? Probation? Are 
you kidding? The Cardinals are 
coming off a Final Four season. 
All else is long forgotten. 

Bottom line? As athletic 
administrators finding more 
ways to market a school’s logo, 
get more dollars from shoe 
companies and fleece the faithful, 
then give themselves pay hikes 
and bonuses, presidents wink, 
fans get squeezed and we move 
on. 

Capilouto and Ramsey are 
left to explain tuition hikes and 
how to avoid talk about decline 
in opportunity for an education 
at UK and UofL for a growing 
number of middle and lower class 
Kentuckians who “can’t afford 
it.” 

In wake of Penn State and 
other universities gone ga-ga with 
their ball coaches and money, 
school presidents Capilouto and 
Ramsey had better step up to their 
“partners” in athletics, demand 
more accountability, more control, 
more of the profits, and gumption 
enough to say “shut up and play 
Indiana!” 

And so it goes.
